John Scott, deputy assessor in 


this district, said having the car 
tax charged to real estate would 
be just the same as paying the 
tax as far as having the white 
slip receipted was concerned. 

This provision is in effect due 
to recent state legislation and 
it is expected to bring to the at 
tention of tax officials many cars 
now escaping = tax rolls.
